REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 16, the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (hereafter referred to 
as the Board) concluded that the prior art of record has not taught, either individually or in 
combination, and together with all other claimed features, that non-deterministic conditions are 
evaluated in a final stage of instruction grouping prior to dispatch (see pages 9-10 of the Board 
decision). 

Regarding claim 17, the Board concluded that the prior art of record has not taught, either 
individually or in combination, and together with all other claimed features, that non- 
deterministic conditions are evaluated in a final one of the pipelined execution cycles 
implemented by pipelined grouping logic (see pages 9-10 of the Board decision). 

Regarding claim 30, the Board concluded that the prior art of record has not taught, either 
individually or in combination, and together with all other claimed features, computing over 
plural cycles a future state of the processor based on a prior state of the processor, and selecting a 
group of instructions based thereon to select a group of instructions from a program sequence 
thereof for dispatch to the functional units (see page 12 of the Board decision). 

Regarding claim 3 1 , the Board concluded that the prior art of record has not taught, either 
individually or in combination, and together with all other claimed features, that in a cycle of 
processor execution prior to dispatch of any instruction from the instruction group, checking 
non-deterministic conditions (see pages 9-10 of the Board decision). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
